NOTICE OF MOTION 


The Applicants, Paula Klee and Kelly-Anne St Germain will make a motion to the Hon. 

Justice Kehoe on (6th), (November), at_or soon after that time as the motion 

can be heard, at 161 Elgin Street, Ottawa, ON. 

PROPOSED METHOD OF HEARING: The motion is to be heard November 6, 2017 

X in writing under subrule 37.12.1 (1) because it is made without noticej; 

□ in writing as an opposed motion under subrule 37.12.1 (4); 

□orally. 

THE MOTION IS FOR interlocutory injunction releaf in the form of a writ 
of prohibition. 

We respectfully ask the court for an interlocutory order for a writ 
of prohibition to prevent the enforcement of the current order by the 
Ontario Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals against Kelly St. 
Germain and Paula Klee in regards to service dog Lucy, OSPCA File number: 
08005-20170810-05 issued November 1 st , 2017. This order is pending the 
outcome of civil action against OSPCA and ACRB to be filled in Ottawa. 

THE GROUNDS FOR THE MOTION ARE The motion is filled without notice 
under section 37.07 (2) because the nature of the circumstances render service of the 
notice of motion impracticable because harm will occur if time is take for notice. The 
harm will be unnecessary OSPCA charges to Kelly-Anne St Germain and Paula Klee, 
loss of the animal Lucy to the OSPCA and financial loss in relation to fines and 
processing fees for shelter, treatment and possibility cost of euthanizing Lucy, loss 



of reputation and possibly an animal prohibition will occur after 4:00 pm November 6, 
2017. Not enough time to allow for the appeal process to the Animal Care Review 
Board. 


Matter meets the test for an injunction. 

In R.J.R. Macdonald Inc. v. Canada (Attorney General). {1994} 1 S.C.R. 311 there is a 
three part test to establish the requirements for a injunction. Is there a serious issue to 
be tried, will the Applicant suffer irreparable harm if the injunction is not granted, and 
which party will suffer the greater harm if the injunction is not granted or refusing the 
remedy pending a decision on the merits (often called the balance of convenience) 


There is a serious issue to be tried. 

The Applicants intend to file an application for breach of duty against the Ontario 
Society for Prevention of Cruelty to Animals agency (OSPCA) who have issued orders 
behold the scope of their enabling legislation which is the Ontario Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals Act (the Act) which only 
provides enforcement of adequate personal care and adequate medical treatment of 
animals. In this case the OSPCA has caused harm to the Applicants and the service dog 
Lucy by ordering extraordinary personal care and extraordinary medical care of the 
animal. As well an animal may not under the legislation be deemed in distress for the 
purpose of orders if it is under the care of a Veterinarian which the dog involved is 
under the care of a Veterinarian, and has been for several months. And the Veterinarian 
has indicated that the dog is being appropriately cared for and also has been 
provided an adequate and appropriate medical treatment plan. The OSPCA is in 
possession of 3 Veterinary reports to demonstrate the care. Recently the 
treating Veterinarian has issued a letter confirming that the dog has been 
appropriately cared for and medically treated; letter is attached to the Affidavit of Paula 
Klee at exhibit "L". 

Furthermore OSPCA Agent McCormack impersonates a peace officer in this case 
contrary the provisions of the enabling statue the OSPCA Act or any other 
legislation. This impersonation resulted in criminal charges for Kelly St. Germain who 
was charged with obstruction because she could not comply with the order in the 
allotted 22 hours due to disability. Kelly is developmentally delayed has a seizure 
disorder and walks with 2 braces and a walker. OSPCA refused to accommodate her. 

An action against the Animal Care Review Board will be made because they showed bias 
by refusing to deem the animal not in distress after successful treatment outcome 
under the supervision of the a Veterinarian. Agent McCormack's actions are arbitrary 
and harmful and the orders go beyond the confines of the duty bestowed by the Act, 
which requires adequate care for the animal including adequate medical care not 
extraordinary care. And it exempts a dog from being deemed in distress if it is receiving 



treatment from a vet under section 11.2 (7) (c ) of the Animal Care Act. These orders are 
beyond adequate care prescribed by the treating veterinarian and therefore the 
orders are a breach of duty as the associated sanctions and actions are harmful to 
the Applicants and the animal Lucy. 

The dog's current custodian Paula Klee and Kelly St. Germain will be charged by 
OSPCA after 4 pm Monday November 6, 2017 before an appeal to the ACRBcan be 
effected. At this time the animal will be seized by the OSPCA and possibility destroyed 
and the Applicants will be subject to OSPCA charges and punitive fines and 
processing fees for example shelter, treatment and extermination of the animal by the 
OSPCA. 

Affidavit of Paula Klee dated November 4, 2017 and the attached exhibits shows that 
the OSPC Agent McCormack is claiming to be a peace officer. She also claims the 
authority for the OSPCA orders that she is issuing rests on the Authority of the Act. 
Under the Act it does not bestow the authority of a peace officer on OSPCA Agents nor 
does any other legislation . As well OSPCA Agent McCormack was the Agent that has 
issued all the orders in this case and has done so well beyond the scope of the Act. The 
act gives them the authority to insure that animals are receiving adequate care and 
adequate medical treatment. All the orders currently issued in association of this matter 
of the dog Lucy have are for extraordinary care and extraordinary medical treatment. 
The act also allows for and exemption of declaring an animal in distress if it under 
treatment of a veterinarian which Lucy is and has been for several months. Three vet 
reports have been submitted to the OSPCA and a letter to demonstrate this is 
attached to Ms. Klee's affidavit as exhibit "L". The OSPCA has the three vet reports but 
they continue to declare the dog in distress. Nevertheless criminal charges are being 
pursed against Kelly and new orders have been issued against Kelly and Paula even 
though the treating Vet does not call for any further treatment other than rest and anti¬ 
inflammatory medication which Lucy is receiving. And charges will be laid on Kelly St. 
Germain and Paula Klee Monday Nov 6, 2017 if they don't comply with extraordinary 
measures ordered by the OSPCA even though the treating vet is not in agreement 
exhibit "L" vet letter. 

There will be irreparable harm if the order is not issued by the court. 

Irreparable harm will be done if the writ prohibition is not issued by the court. 

The lose of the animal, OSPCA charges which cause damage to reputation will be 
irreparable. 

No Harm to the Respondents if the order is issued. 

No forcible harm will come to the animal or Respondents if the prohibition is granted.

AFFIDAVIT 


I, Paula Klee of the City of Ottawa , MAKE OATH AND SAY: 

1. On October 23, 2017, I attended a bail hearing for Kelly-Anne St Germain, who 
was brought up on unwarranted charges in connection with an order enforced by the 
Ontario Society for the Prevention of Animals (OSPCA) for refusing to take her dog, 

Lucy to a veterinarian. I assisted Ms St Germain in getting Lucy seen by Dr. Wallar, an 
experienced veterinary surgeon, who specializes in treating cranial cruciate ligament 
injuries in dogs. Ms. St Germain has been following his treatment recommendations from 
August 23 to the present. (Please see Exhibit "A” 3 clinical veterinary reports 
authored from Dr. Wallar of Ottawa Veterinary Hospital) 

2. On the 23 rd of October, bail conditions were to be adhered by Ms St Germain as 
such: 

“Lucy”, your Rottweiller (dog) to reside at 1807 Marquis Avenue, Ottawa, ON in care 
of Paula Klee and you are to give permission for Ms Klee to allow her to have Lucy 
assessed by a veterinarian outside her residence in the presence of an SPCA officer 
and follow any reasonable and affordable treatment as recommended or work out some 
accommodation by the SPCA. 

I was reluctant to agree to another examination of Lucy by the OSPCA- 
paid veterinarian at my home because of a serious conflict that Kelly and I have with the 
OSPCA which caused us to mistrust them. We only agreed to the exam outside my 
home after it was agreed by the courts that we were to follow any reasonable and 
affordable recommendations by the OSPCA's veterinarian. (Please see Exhibit 
“B”, Ms St Germain’s release of undertaking) 



3. I contacted Agent McCormack of the OSPCA to set up a vet appointment, and was 
scheduled for November 1st. It took Agent McCormack 4 days to arrange a veterinarian 
opening since the hearing, and gave me two dates to choose from: October 31, or 
November 1 st. I chose November 1 sl and I also emailed Dr. Dennett the 3 reports 

from Dr. Wallarfor her reference. (Please see Exhibit “C” email correspondence 
between Agent McCormack and myself). 

4. Dr. Dennett and Agent McCormack arrived in separate vehicles, and Dr. Dennett 
spent approximately one-minute examining Lucy’s body, including some type of 
manipulation of her legs from a standing position. For the remainder of the 

visit, she observed Lucy walk with me and eliminate on the grass. Dr. Dennett asked 
which brand of dog food she was eating, and asked to view her medication as well as 
her glucosamine supplement bottle. She concluded her visit which was approximately 10 
minutes, and returned to her mini-van along with Agent McCormack. 

5. Agent McCormack telephoned me at 11:58am to advise me that she and Dr. 
Dennett were down the road and Dr. Dennett was just writing her report and that 
afterward, they would be returning to go over and discuss all of her findings and if there 
was any necessity for orders we would go over all that at the same time, (please refer 
to exhibit ”D", conversation with Agent McCormack at 11:58am that she would be 
returning with Dr. Dennett to discuss her findings.) 

6. Agent McCormack telephoned me at 1:30pm to advise me that Dr. Dennett had 
concluded her report, and that she was on her way to write me orders, without Dr. 
Dennett. Agent McCormack stated to me: 

"You will have to get prescriptions in the future, in the very near future, but you're 
going to do that through Dr. Wallar....Or whoever you choose". 

Agent McCormack stated that she would email me Dr. Dennett's report and that she 
was 5 minutes away to issue me orders. I had no opportunity to discuss these findings 
or accommodations with Dr. Dennett. (Please refer to exhibit "E" telephone 
conversation with Agent McCormack at 1:30pm) 

7. Agent McCormack emailed me Dr. Dennett’s report which stated that it was 
necessary to fulfill another veterinary exam at my expense which includes extensive 
blood work and fecal exam to investigate nutrition, extra medications to augment the 
current one, a higher quality dog food, a better supplement for Omega 3, and a 
winter coat. The recommendations also stated that the blood work and fecal exams 
should be conducted every 6 months to ensure that Lucy is also metabolizing her pain 
medication (Please see Exhibit “F”, Dr. Dennett’s veterinary report) 


8. I seriously disagree with many of Dr. Dennett’s recommendations, which are: 
a) Have blood work and fecal exams done, including ACCUPLEX/SNAP, to 



investigate abnormal water intake and to insure true body condition score and poor 
coat quality are nothing more than nutritional because my vet has no issues with 
her (BCS) and does not agree that it is necessary, and it's quite costly. It was 
estimated by the vet clinic to be upwards of $300 for just one of the tests. A 
veterinary visit would cost $88.27. 


b) Provide good quality dog food, in order to provide a dog with a chronic injury needs 
a higher plane of nutrition. My vet did not endorse that it’s necessary for Lucy to 
change her food. Lucy seems to digest the 01' Roy brand dog food without issues. 

An estimate for Royal Canin dog food for joint function improvement/healthy skin 
and coat development is $210.32/171b bag (please refer to exhibit "G " price for 
Royal Canin dog food) 

c) Add Gabapentin ASAP to augment the Metacam. My vet said that Gabapentin 
could be something to explore later on over a span of time, if it was 
warranted, but is not necessary to have immediately. It was estimated that the 
price starts at $80 depending on the size of the dog. 

d) Provide a higher quality Omega source, ie: Eicosaderm or equivalent well- 

made brand. My vet feels it's not a necessity, and an extra expense which could be 
based on personal preferences. It is on sale at Amazon for $35.69 for an 
8oz bottle, a 4-day supply at 2oz/daily (please see attached exhibit "H" 
price for Eicosaderm from Amazon) 

e) "Lucy" should be provided with a coat in winter to insulate joints. My vet does not 
agree that Lucy needs a winter coat. PetSmartdoes not have these coats on order 
for full legs. The only option would be Amazon; and their prices range from $88- 
$174 for a medium sized dog. (Please refer to exhibit "I" winter coat with legs for 
medium sized dog on Amazon) 

f) Blood work should be repeated every 6 months to insure pain medications are able 
to be metabolized. Dr Wallar felt it necessary. I find this to be a costly expense and 
not common. As indicated above, the office estimated that some of these 

tests recommended by Dr Dennett are upward of $300 each time. 

9. Agent McCormack served me with 3 OSPCA orders with both my name 
and Ms St Germain’s name on them. Agent McCormack stated that she would not 
accommodate for any of these recommendations by Dr Dennett; and that I am subject to 
fulfill all of those requirements through another veterinarian by the end of 
t oda y, Novemb er 6th at 4:00pm or else OSPCA would apprehend the dog and 
la y char ges agains t m yself and Ms StGermajn, and the only accommodation the 
OSPCA stated they would provide is the option for me to surrender the dog to the 
OSPCA prior to 4:00pm to avoid the dog being apprehended and Kelly and I being 
charged. These are the orders placed on me and Ms St Germain, based on the 
recommendations in Dr. Dennett's report:

My monthly income is approximately $1700, and I have 2 children to support, making 
this amount of money to pay these extreme recommendations unaffordable, and it’s 
previously argued unreasonable as the treating veterinarian found them unnecessary, 



except for continuing the Metacam, which I am doing. It is also quite unreasonable that I 
have to pay for all of these things by today, November 6, 2017 by 4:00pm (please see 
attached exhibit "J" OSPCA orders pages 1-3) As well I am told that that the OSPCA 
will not provide prescriptions I am not get these prescriptions from the treating 
veneration and in this case he does not agree with additional pain medication and blood 
testing at this time. 

10. After leaving, Agent McCormack telephoned me at 3:52pm to remind me that the 
OSPCA's offer still stood for me to surrender the dog to OSPCA if I could not fulfill the 
unreasonable requirements set out by their orders. In the phone call, I told Agent 
McCormack that I would need to consult with Dr. Wallar as to whether or not he was in 
agreement with Dr. Dennett, as Agent McCormack stated earlier. Agent McCormack 
then reiterated: 

"You know, have your conversation with Dr. Wallar, but, you know, him and 
Dr. Dennett were in conversation together and we're talking about two qualified 
veterinarians that really were on the same page about everything prior to Dr Dennett's 
actually writing her report of what she thought." 

Agent McCormack also stated: 

"They did come up to the same agreements on everything that they had discussed 
prior to her recommendations, and they had been in conversation." 

(please refer to exhibit "K", telephone conversation with Agent McCormack 
3:52pm) 

12.1 eventually got through to Dr. Wallar by telephone on November 2 nd to discuss his 
position on all these extra recommendations ordered to me by OSPCA through Dr. 
Dennett, as I was advised to seek these treatments through his 

practice. Dr. Wallar confirmed that he spoke briefly with Dr. Dennett after her assessment 
of Lucy, and stated that he was not in agreement with much of 
the recommendations. Dr. Wallar had also offered to write a letter stating his exact 
disagreements. (Please see Exhibit “L”, Dr. Wallar’s letter with regard to Dr. 
Dennett’s report) 

13. I took a photo of Lucy on Nov 4, 2017. (Please see exhibit "M", photo of Lucy) 


14. If no injunctive relief is provided by the Court, irreparable harm will be done to me 
in that my reputation will be permanently damaged, as well I will ensue charges by the 
OSPCA, punitive fines, and financial obligations to pay for the OSPCA processing fees 
which include, treatment, boarding and possible euthanizing of Lucy. 



1 5. If no injunctive relief is provided by the Court, Ms St Germain will suffer irreparable harm in that she 
will receive criminal breach of bail charges, which could result in protracted incarceration and criminal 
conviction, damage to reputation, and then she will also suffer charges from the OSPCA, punitive fines, 
and financial obligations to pay for the OSPCA processing fees which include treatment, boarding and 
possible euthanizing of Lucy. 

16. No harm will be experienced by OSPCA or the Animal Care Review Board if injunctive relief is 
ordered by the Court.

Ms. Klee needs to understand that Lucy will never truly heal from her injuries, that the management 
given to her in the future is to maintain an acceptable QOL by ways of nutrition, pain control and very 
limited exercise. It is inevitable that arthritis will set into and effect Lucy's back and shoulders, and that 
eventually no amount of management will control the pain she will feel.

1. Bloodwork including Accuplex/SNAP and a fecal to investigate abnormal water intake and to insure 
the BCS and poor coat quality are nothing more than nutritional. Bloodwork should be repeated every 
6 months to insure pain medications able to be metabolized. 

2. Improve the food quality: a dog with a chronic injury needs a higher plane of nutrition. 

3. Continue Metacam. Add Gabapentin ASAP to augment the Metacam. 

4. A better quality Omega source, eg. Eicosaderm Omegas or an equivalent well made brand. 

5. Limited exercise: no more than 1 city block, this means 1/2 block there and 1/2 block back 4 times 
per day and only if Lucy wants to go. No forcing exercise. 

6. No more than 5 stairs to access the outside only and then would recommend a ramp. Life inside 
the home should be on one level, the door to the outside, the food, the rest area on one story. Steps 
such as flat cushions or boxes to be provided to help Lucy jump up on furniture like the couch or the 
bed. 

7. Coat in the winter to insulate the joints. 

These necessities may change with increased food and omega quality and good management but any 
changes in management will be suggested by the attending veterinarian in follow-up appointments. 

MAY help: 

1. A good quality glucosamine such as Sasha's Blend green lipped muscle, Aventix OsteosupportPlus, 
Flexadin 

2. Cartrophen injections 

3. If can afford accupuncture, water therapy at the lap pool or underwater treadmill as a non- 
percussive exercise to build muscle. There are mobile animal rehab technicians available for TENS 
treatment, massage and other ancillary treatments. 

These recommendations are not a substitute for surgery. Surgery, if Lucy is still a candidate, would be 
the best option for treatment. All of these recommendations would be in place to get Lucy ready for 
surgery. It would be best if pre-op she build good muscle through non-percusive exercise to increase 
her chances of a good recovery.

To Whom It May Concern. 


I have examined Lucy, an approximately 5 year old, 26 kg female Rottweiller on a 
number of occasions. Lucy was always brought in by her caregiver Ms. Paula Klee. I 
was not aware that Lucy was under an OS.PC.A. review until my last exam on Oct. 16. 


2017. 


All examinations were essentially related to Lucy s hind end lameness. It was quickly 
determined that Lucy was suffering from bilateral hind leg cruciate ligament injuries. 

The recommendation for treatment in this size canine is universally accepted as surgical 
within the veterinary profession. In Lucy’s case, surgery was not an option that could be 
pursued due to the economic burden. Unfortunately, this is not an uncommon situation 
in our profession and over the years I have seen many dogs lead a reasonably good 
quality of life without surgery, even with both cruciates compromised. In such 
situations, the patients are managed with: 1-weight restriction 2-exercise restriction 3- 
pain and arthritis management (often progressing to multiple medications) 4-alternative 
modes of therapy such as acupuncture, physiotherapy, hydro therapy, laser therapy, 
natural or nutritional which, depending on one’s view, may or may not be of any benefit. 


Ultimately, degenerative joint disease will occur within the knees. Whether this 
becomes debilitating and adversely affects quality of life can only be assessed over a 
span of time 


In my estimation on the occasion I examined Lucy, she was happy, friendly and despite 
her orthopedic issues, appeared to have a good quality of life and be in good spirits. 


I did converse with Dr. Dennett regarding her examination of Lucy. In general, we 
discussed the use of NSAIDs medication and whether additional pain management 
might be beneficial. I made no specific recommendation other than additional 
medications can be used if it was thought warranted. I also advised that weight and 
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exercise restrictions would also be warranted (see above comments). At no time did I 
specifically recommend or endorse the necessity of: 

1- Woodwork 

2- diet 

3- omega source augmentation 

4- limit exercise to one city block 

5- limit to five stairs 

6- coat in winter. 

Whether some of the above are reasonable can be discussed, depending on one's point 
of view. Whether they are necessary, especially with a client who has financial 
constraints, is in my view highly debatable. 

My opinion is that Ms. Klee is doing the best she can for Lucy given limited funds and 
resources and each time I have examined Lucy, despite her musculo-skeletal 
difficulties, her quality of life is good
